The lottery just completed also has pro­ 
vided for registrants aged 20 and 21, who registered 
last February. 
Ultimately, all males from 18 to 64. inclusive, will 
bt* registered and classified for whatever service the 
government may judge essential to national welfare 
There is a growing possibility that women may be

Britain,

adopted compulsory conscription of women between 
20 and 30 for service in the armed forces—with com­
